The restraining plate 300 is an integrally formed 
metal plate including an elongated hole 301, at least one V shaped groove 302 (two in this 
embodiment), and at least one engaging piece 303 (two in this embodiment). Further, the spindle 
30 is engaged with the retum disc 40 to prevent disengagement of the spring 31 and the 
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restraining plate 300. In this case, the spring 31 is in a compressed state to bias the restraining 
plate 300, thereby controlling the position of the engaging piece 303, which will be described 
later.- 
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
